It appears that the undersigned may have unintentionally violated the Rules of 
Practice before the United States Patent and Trademark Office in the above-identified 
application, in particular aspects of 37 C.F.R. 1.607(c). 

The present application includes claims which were copied from US 5,867,226, 
and indeed a copy of this patent (alone) was provided with the application. However, no 
formal statement under 37 C.F.R. 1.607 accompanied the application. It was believed at 
that time that 37 C.F.R. 1.607(c) did not require any special paper, since the patent from 
which the claims were copied was identified, as required, and listed in an IDS. Due to 
the lapse of time, it is apparent that the implicit request for interference was not noted. 
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Applicants therefore seek to formally comply with 37 C.F.R. 1.607, and state: 

(1) that an interference is proposed in view of US 5,867,226;

5,867,226, on February 2, 2000.
